The Russian Cossacks have a form 
of attack which is peculiarly their own.

Cossack 
horses are specially trained to carry 
out the maneuver. The leading sotuia 
(squadron) spreads out to right and 
left, and the others, at full speed, form 
up on either side of it in a semicircle 
or half moon. Every man with a lance 
Is attended by a man wearing a sword, 
I and all the officers are in front of the 
I men of each sotnia. 
The other squad­ 
rons do not w ait for a special order, 
but at once adopt the same formation, 
endeavoring to surround the enemy 
from another side. 
W ith loud shouts 
reminiscent of the red Indian war- 
whoop the Cossacks rush down on the 
foe, and even though the first assault 
be repulsed another “lava” pours down 
on the shaken enemy. This system of 
attack takes its name, of course, from 
the liquid products of volcanic activity.

and who systematically prey

the tradesmen,

true ehnraefdr is made 
elear 
to 
those with whom

deal. 
No 
honest man has unv need to fear a 
garnishee law and no honest man 
who is intelligently and 
correctly 
informed will oppose such a stat­ 
ute.

Acts of Recent Legislature Are 
Explained by Expert, John A. Lapp

Workman's Compensation 
r 


__For four sessions of the legisla­ 
ture the subject of workmen’s com­ 
pensation for 
industrial accidents 
has been discussed. 
The enactment 
of the law this year brings the first 
concrete result from the discussion 
The law applies to all 
employ­ 
ments except farm laborers, domes­ 
tic servants and 
casual 
laborer.-. 
After September 1st, 1915. when the 
law lakes effect as to injuries, every 
lnployee coming under the act, who 
is injured in the course of his work 
will receive compensation for 
in­ 
juries according to a fixed scale. It 
will not matter how the accident oc- 
arerd so long as the employee was 
not injured through wilful miscon­ 
duct, intoxication, seif-inffietion, or 
aitare to use a safety detiee or per­ 
form a duty required 
by 
statute. 
The burden is 011 the employer 
to 
prove any of these misdeeds of the 
mployee. 


I lie law presumes that all employ­ 
es amljhuployct ■scolili under the act 
unless they give* notice before Sept- 
‘iiiber 1st that they do not wish to 
•pcratc under the law. 
If an em­ 
ployer gives a notice to that effect, 
lie must take his chances 
ni 
tin* 
•oitris as at present cases of ae- 
idents but he cannot plead as a 
intense that the employee was ncgli- 
-cnt, or that the injury was caused 
>y the negligence ol‘ a fallow ser- 
ant, or that the employee a-.-umcd 
he risk «*i; the injury. 
Under the 
■mplovers’ liability act al 
present 
ie cannot plead those three defenses 
*0 that no change will la* made in 
the status of the employer if In* 
Iceides not to come under the 
net. 
4 the employee chooses to stay out 
1 the plan and takes Iff?, chances in 
the courts he cannot recover dam­ 
es if the injury v a- due to ncgli- 
rcnee, or was caused by a fellow 
ervant, and he 1- presumed to as- 
uiiie the risk of the injury. 
So that 
if tlie employee does not come under 
the plan he i- put back where he 
was ludore the employers’ liability 
act of 1911 was passed. 


The new law prov ide- for quick, 
certain and amicable adjustment of 
all losses, and both employers and 
employee will doubtless gladly ac­ 
cept the terms and choose to keep 
out of the courts and away from the 
ambulance chasing* lawyer and have 
their cases settled under the law.

work. 


S u p p o se that John Smith is em­ 
ployed as a workman in the f a c t o r y 
of William Henry and that neither 
ias given notice that he does not 
wish to come under the act.

Board, not to exceed fifty-five per 
cent, of average weekly wages per 
week for a period of two hundred 
weeks. 


\\ here death shall occur within 
300 weeks, the payment of one-half 
the wages of the deceased is made 
to

defendant wife, or husband 
or child (under eighteen years) dur­ 
ing the remainder of the 300 weeks, 
in all excess of death the burial ex­ 
penses are paid by the employer. 
Every employer, to meet the los­ 
ses from, accidents is compelled to 
carry insurance in 
an 
approved 
liability company unless he can sa t­ 
isfy the industrial board that he is 
caliable financially to meet all loss- 
I he employer must give evid­ 
ence of his insurance anu the board 
issues a certificate to remain in force 
for a period fixed by tin* board and 
subject to revocation by the board. 
Employers 
are authorized to form 
mutual 
insurance 
companies 
to 
carry their risks. 
The administration of the act, is 
carried on through the Indiana In­ 
dustrial Board consisting of three 
commissioners 
appointed 
by 
the 
governor. 
Tin* duties of tins com­ 
mission are numerous 
and 
heavy. 
They must formulate rules of proce­ 
dure to settle the infinite number of 
-question- which will 
come 
before 
them; 
they must pass upon appeals 
ill matters affecting damages; they 
inu-t fix the damages upon the ,-uf- 
tb'ieney of the insurance carried by 
employer.-. 
The variety of 
ques­ 


t i o n - which will arise i- as great as 
the variety of ways in which man 
1 - u b e injured. 
Some things are 
fixed by the nut but obviously there 
are 
thousands 
of 
contingencies 
which cannot he foreseen which are 
left to the discretion of the board. 


The responsibility of seeing that this 
act results in the great social re­ 
form which it contemplates 
rests 
largely upon the board. 
They must 
see that justice is done to the work­ 
ers and on the other hand that fraud 
is not worked in cases of injury and 
that fake injuries and malignering 
are not allowed. 
There is 110 greater need in society 
than insura nee against industrial ac­ 
cidents. 
Fully 25,000 men are killed 
every year in the United States and 
a half million are injured. 
Up to 
1911 110 state had enacted a valid 
law to provide against these losses 
Now there are 25 states which have 
enacted laws which at least take a 
forward step. 
Indiana’s new law is 
merely a step. 
It is not up to the 
standard set in many states but it 
is a vast improvement over the em­ 
ployers’ liability law which was in 
turn a great improvement over the 
oil riot of 
individualism 
which 
it 
upereeded. 
All employers and employees will 
want to read and study

act.

university. 
Classes have already been organiz­ 
ed in forty-seven 
enmities 
where 
more than eighty communities 
are 
interested. 


For some time men have appreci­ 
ated the benefit derived from discus­ 
sing farm problems with their neigh­ 
bors. 
Better farming 
and 
better 
farms are the results. 
If however, 
the home does not increase in effi­ 
ciency corresponding to 
the 
farm 
an unequal development is the re­ 
sult and the home suffers.

reason women in many communities 
have 
formed 
classes 
to

home problems.

“We have underta­ 


ken t<> properly equip our sch o o l for 
the teaching of Domestic Science,”

class. 
“Our 
Home Economics Class was instru­ 
mental in bringing a three hundred 
dollar lecture course to our town of 
less than five 
hundred 
population 
besides maintaining a Traveling Li­ 
brary which the public are free to 
use.” 
These are examples of the 
work being carried on hv some of 
these classes. 
In order to assist the classes in 
making programs that 
are

while the extension department fu r­ 
nishes, free of charge, outlines of 
study.

Reference material is sug­ 
gested so that the c l a s s need not 
lack for sources of information.

If France Wins, It Will be Due to 
Her Rapidfire 75 Milimeter Cannon

Paris, Mar, 3. (By mail to Now 
York)— Should Fr&n<*e issue victori- 
ous from the present war, her sue- 
ee>s will have been due, more th aa 
any one other thing, to Soixante- 
quinze”— her famous rapid tire, ex­ 
plosive shell 75 milimeter eannon. 
This faet is now incontestably re ­ 
cognized in technical military circles 
the world 
over. 
The 
wonderful 
superiority of the instrument of de- 
stm otion over all rivals was first 
demonstrated in the two recent Bal­ 
kan wars. 
Used hy most of the Bal­ 
kan states it wrought terrible de- 
St ruction against the Turks equipped 
with artillery o f Gerhian m anufact­ 
ure. 
In the present war, this super­ 
iority has so manifested itself every 
day for the past seven months that 
the “ Suixante— quinze” has 
been 
elevated in the French public mind 
to a place of worship almost along­ 
side that accorded to Joan o f Arc. 
Taking advantage of this wave of 
popularity— if 
not of 
actual wor­ 
ship— the government has just made 
public for the first time a little of 
the history of how the secret of the 
discovery and development of this 
most perfected instrument of mod­ 
e m w arfare— and also 
the 
most 
deadly— was kept for years 
from 
the world at large. 
It has about it 
elements of secrecy 
and 
mystery 
that alone would make successful 
many a novel or play. 


It was in 1897. that the highest 
technical 
and 
military 
men 
of 
France finally decided that 
all 
of 
the genius of the country should he 
employed in perfecting the “ Soix- 
ante-quinzc”, 
F.x per intents 
had 
then been in progress for 
seven 
years, and had reached 
a 
point 
where it was certain that the model 
then decided upon offered greater 
opportunities for development than 
any other. 
At once, however, those in on the 
secret were confronted 
with 
the 
problems of being able to secure the 
immense 
appropriations 
necessary 
without arousing the 
suspicion 
of 
rival military countries which would 


at once exhaust every possible re­ 
sources of Espionage to secure 
the 
secrets of the gun. 
Any debate in 
parliament or even the appearance 
in the list of appropriation o f large 
sums for the specific purpose of per­ 
fecting the “ Soixante-quinze” would 
have tipped off the 
entire 
world. 
The money needed was not only for 
the actual perfecting of the new gun 
but for the creating of all the spec­ 
ial machinery necessary for its con­ 
struction in great numbers. 
So important was 
secrecy 
con­ 
sidered that it was decided not only 
must the 900 members of the Cham­ 
ber of Deputies be kept from know ­

Cochery

Felix Faure.

had no authority in the matter, he

secret such, that he loaned all of 
the power and influence of his office 
to its maintenance. 
The president and the three minis­ 
ters then called in the president of 
the budget commission, M. Paid Del- 
omhrc and 
the 
secretary 
Camille 
Krantz. 
They told these two that 
the future of France depended on 
the budget commission making the 
appropriations desired without even 
asking to what end they were to he 
spent. 
The president and secretary 
of the commission alone- wore told 
the real secret of 
the 
“ Soixantc- 
quin/.e” and they pledged their c o ­ 
operation. 
They induced the budget commis­ 
sion on to make the initial a p p r o ­ 
priation of $6,000,006' under a title 
that would give no indication of the 
real seope. This item still had to bo 
sanctioned by parliament, but

budget commission, the1 president of

Question, When Garden Soil 
Is Ready, Is Answered 


Washington, March 25— “When is 


the proper time 
for 
preparing 
to 
plant one’s g a rd e n !” 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture's specialist says that in 
the spring as soon as the soil has 
dried so that a handful when g rasp ­ 
ed h* the hand and gripped by the 
fingers will slowly fall apart upon 
being released, it is in a fit mechani­ 
cal condition to prepare for planting, 
('lay or heavy soils should never be 
worked while wet. More injury may 
he done by doing this than can be 
overcome in several years of care­ 
ful culture. 


When the soil is found dry, as de­ 
scribed above, the upper three inches 
should he made fine by the use of the 
hoe and steel-tooth rake; all rubbish, 
stones, and clods sould be removed 
and the surface made 
even, 
some­ 
what compact, and a> level a s the 
contour of the area will permit. 
It 
may then be marked off for planting 
in conformity to the general plan of 
the garden. 


Much of the soil in the average 
hack yard is not only poor in plant 
food and deficient in decaying vege­ 
table matter, but rt is hard and un­ 
yielding. However, such is the basis 
which many a housewife or child lias 
to use for the making of a garden. 
Teachers who plan school 
gardens 
for their pupils also 
have 
similar 
conditions to meet. Therefore, in or­ 
der to get good results, careful a t ­ 
tention must he given to the pre­ 
paration of the soil. 


S oils which arc 
naturally 
moist 
are likely to he sour and so not in 
the h o t 
condition 
for the 
crop.

under and leave the soil in a rough, 
lumpy condition so as to secure the 
benefit of the digestive action of the 
winter freezes in reducing the soils. 
This should he repeated annually at 
the North. 
If the soil is light 
and 
sandy, a mulch of manure may be 
spread over it in the fail aud the 
spading delayed until spring. 
in localities where the soil does not 
freeze, the manure may be applied in 
the autumn and the soil repeatedly 
spaded during the winter whenever 
it is dry enough to he worked. 
The 
value of freezing at the North can to 
an extent he attained by repeated 
> pa dings at the South. The one gen­ 
eral precaution which should always 
be observed is never stir the 
soil 
while it is wet.

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HAS PROHIBITION HELPED BUSINESS? 


I he 
drys 
may attempt to answer this question with the charge that it measures morals in dollars 
and cents but that will be discussed farther on. 
The fact remains that prohibition has promised improved 
business conditions and should be held to an accounting on the contract. 


H as prohibition helped business in Rushville? The reader can reply of his own knowledge that it 
has not, or, if he prefers, he might consult some of the business men and the real estate owners of this 
town. 


For the purpose of this argument, however, let us use only those evidences of “ improved business’’ 
which arc visible to anyone who is familiar with the downtown district. 
Here is the evidence: 


Carr business room, South Main, vacant for two years, 
i oolen room, Main and First, vacant for two years. 
Geraghty room, Main street, vacant. 


P . A . Miller room. First Street, vacant for two years. 
Beher room, Second Street, vacant for two years. 
Martin room. Second Street, vacant two years. 
Smith room. Second Street, vacant. 
Finney room, Third Street, vacant. 
Havens room, Second Street, vacant. 
Donald Smith room, Second Street, vacant. 
W . C. Smith room, Second Street, 
vacant. 


I lunk of it, eleven vacant business rooms as evidence of the prosperity of Rushville under the so- 
called 
dry 
regime and five of these rooms have been idle for two years. 
No, general business condi- 
tions will not explain this away. 
General business conditions have not emptied eleven business rooms in 
the license cities which surround us. 


H A S PROHIBITION IMPROVED MORALS? 


I his is another question which any voter who sees and hears and reads can answer promptly and 
without assistance. 
It is a matter of common knowledge that Rushville licensed saloons were replaced by 
a hoide of unlicensed bootleggers and blind tigers, and that the courts continued to try liquor cases after 
the election just as they did before, except that during the “dry” period the dockets were filled with over 
a score of cases growing out of the illegal traffic in liquor. 
The number of these law violating traffick­ 
ers who escaped up dark alleys is unknown. 


I he fact remains that the sale of intoxicants continued regardless of the election. 
The principal dif­ 
ference was in the method of doing business, the licensed saloon operating in a fixed location under the rigid 
restrictions fixed by law, and the tiger at any place and any time and to any person, as long as he could do 
so without detection. 
The licensed saloon dealt principally in mild beverages, but the tiger, forced by 
necessity to carry a small stock, easily concealed, dispenses the vilest, cheapest and strongest concoctions 
obtainable. 


Of the 
moral improvement’’ under “dry” conditions more will be said. 
Sufficient to stale here 
that the man who conscientiously sacrifices business for morals had best make certain that he is getting 
improved morals. 


CALM CONSIDERATION NEEDED. 


A s stated before, Rushville is the only consideration whcih should enter into the election next Tuesday. 
Rushville s morals and Rushville s prosperity are both great factors and worthy of the attention of every 
honest voter. 
1 he intelligent voter knows the state of business here but if he believes that Rushville is 
a better town now than when the sale of liquors was regulated, he may still be justified in voting to continue 
present conditions. 
But if he realizes that Rushville has sacrificed her prosperity, has, in fact, allowed 
surrounding towns to cut it off in large chunks, and has not bettered itself morally or any other way by 
doing so, he should vote “no” on the special ballot next Tuesday

first time today that the Turkish de- 
fenses of the straits were strength- 
ened tremenduously at the outbreak 
of the war, making them almost im- 
pregnable.

They had been so skillfully mass-

j endeavoring to surround the enemy 
from another side. With loud shouts 
reminiscent of the red Indian -war- 
whoop the Cossacks rush down on the 
foe, and even though the first assault 
be repulsed another "lava" pours down 
on the shaken enemy. This system of 
attack takes its name, of course, from 
the liquid products of volcanic activity.

The responsibility of seeing that this 
act results in the great social re-

There is no greater need in society 


than instiranceagainstindustrial ac- 
cidents. Fully 25,000 men are killed 
every year in the United States and 
a half million are injured. 
Up to 


1911 no state had enacted a valid 
law to provide against these losses 
Now there are 25 states which have 
enacted laws which at least take a 
forward step. Indiana's new law is 
merely a step. It is not up to the 
standard set in many states but it 
is a vast improvement over the em- 
ployers' liability law which was in 
turn a great improvement over the 
oil riot of 
individualism 
which it 


uperceded. 
All employers and employees will 


want to read and study 
this act.

probably as wild and as noisy as 
ever. 


But it couldn't have been a mar- 


ker to ours in the trenches. I only

We spent the entire day of Dee. 


.'il in getting ready for our midnight 
celebration. 
We intended to 
give 


the Germans a fusilade 
that 
they 


wouldn't forget. During the Christ- 
mas day truce wo had met most ol 
the Germans in the trenches aerosi 
the way from us and they had told 
us that even then they were getting 
ready for their 
New Year's 
eve 


celebration. 
Victor Chapman, 
tlie 


man 
from 
New 
York; 
Eu- 


gene Jacobs, the Pawtucket butcher 
and myself, talked about the rackets 
that would usher in the New Year in 
New York, San Francisco, my home 
town, and Pawtucket. 
And we did 


everything we could to jinger up the 
men of a dozen nationalities who 
were members of the Foreign 
Le- 


gion. 


l!ut 
in fact, they didn't 
need 


much 
.lingering up. There were 


men who remembered New Year's 
ove celebrations in Athens, Lisbon, 
Madrid, and in fact every capital of 
the world, so our preparations were 
carried out without any stint of la- 
bor or expense in our "sunken city." 


By evening we had huge piles of 


white night lights ready to lire. 
They were American 
made; 
just 


ordinary skyrockets. Each man had 
100 extra cartridges and there were 
oiles of cartridges ready beside our 
tour machine guns. Our 
artillery 


far behind our lines, was also pre- 
pared though we didn't know it uu- 
il later, and all along the French 
ranch that stretched_the 250 miles 
from the North sea almost to Swit- 


zerland, everything that could shoot 
was ready. 
France was 
going to 


show the Germans how to usher in 
the New Year. But, before 
the 


racket, we in our trench were 
to 


have a big holiday dinner. 
We had 


planned to have the entire machine 
squad of sixteen men at the dinner 
but they were only twelve, because 
four had been killed during the week 
after Christmas. 
The first surprise 


of the dinner came when Sikorsky 
a Polish revolutionist who belonged 
to our Legion, entered the 
dugoui 


carrying the beautiful metal hchne 
of a German lieutenant-colonel, fill- 
ed 
with 
Champagne punch. 
We 


drank to the dcfc:it of the German:- 
from this odd punch bowl and thei 
began the chicken. 
Sikorsky 
was 


just getting up to 
recite a 
poen 


which lie had written about the al- 
lies when the second surprise of tin. 
evening came. 
I think it 
was 


surprise that ran along the 
whole 


250 miles 
of 
trenches. First we 


heard a blast of 
bugles from 
the 


German trenches. Then there broke 
out the most terrific cannonade we 
had heard in the entire war. Ev- 
erything that the Germans had that 
could shoot was 
shooting. Horns 


were blowing; men were yelling anil 
whistling; 
bombs were breaking in 


the air: the sky was white with the 
German white lights. It was bright- 
tor than Broadway. Far away can- 
nons were 
booming; 
their 
shells 


were breaking behind our lines. 1 
never expect to hear such a tumult 
again. 


It was exhilarating. 
We ran for 


our guns, thinking it was all in pre- 
paration 
for a 
charge. 
But 
no 


charge came, no bullets flew around 
us. 
The artillery shells fell at 


safe distance from us. 


After ten minutes the noise died 


down and we could hear the Ger- 
mans shouting to us, "Happv New 
Year." 


"\Ye1I celebrate in Paris

year." 


"How 
was that for noise?" 


"But you're wrong," 
we 
yelled 


back. "It's only 
11 o'clock 
am 


you're 
celebrating 
an 
hour too 


early." 


"We go by Bclin time," they an- 


swered. Suddenly it, dawned upon u* 
that Paris time is an hour later thai 
German time. 


"Yes. and all of France will hi. 


going by Berlin time, too," shouted 
one German, who made us all laugh 
lie talked like Lew Fields. 


"We wailed until 12 o'clock and 


then we 
had 
our 
celebration. II 


wasn't as noisy as the Germans,' ] 
must admit. Our white lights weren't 
as bright. 
But our artillery fired 


noisy shells and what our ritle and 
machine gun fire lacked 
in 
noise 


the shells that came from miles be- 
hind us, made up for. 


Our racket 
lasted ten 
minutes. 


We didn't try to kill anybody and, 
as far as we could learn, uo bodv 
in our district was even wounded. 


When our noise, was ended, 
we 


yelled to the Germans: 


"All of Germany will be going by 


French time when we get to Berlin." 


Twenty-seven days later the Ger- 


mans gave us another terrific can- 
nonading, but this time they 
were 


celebrating the Kaiser's birthday 
and were shooting to kill. We didn't 
know it was the Kaiser's 
birthday 


and at midnight when many of our 
men 
were 
repairing trenches with 


their heads above 
the 
walls, 
the 


German bullets suddenly swept our 
trenches and killed twelve of us.

Question, When Garden Soil 


Is Ready, Is Answered 


'Washington, March 25—"When is 


the proper time ior preparing to 
plant one's garden?" 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture's specialist says that in 
the spring as soon as the soil has 
dried so that a handful when grasp- 
ed in the hand and gripped by the 
lingers will slowly fall apart upon 
being released, it is in a fit nieehani- 
al condition to prepare for planting. 
Clay or heavy soils should never be 
worked while wet. More injury may 
bit done,' by doing (his than can be 
overcome in several years of care- 
ful culture. 


When the soil is found dry, as de- 


scribed above, the upper three inches 
should be nr.ule line by the use of the 
hoe and steel-tooth rake; all rubbish, 
stones, and clods sould be removed 
and the surface made even, some- 
what compact, and as level as the 
ounlutir of the area will permit. It 
may then be marked off for planting 
in conformity to the general plan of 
the garden. 


Much of tlie sod in the average 


back yard is not only poor in plant 
food and deficient in decaying vege- 
table matter, lint it is hard and un- 
yielding. However, such is the basis 
which many a housewife or child has 
to use for the making of a garden. 
Teachers who plan school gardens 
for llicir pupils also 
have 
similar 


onditions to meet. Therefore, in or- 
der to get good results, careful at- 
tention' must be given to the pre- 
paralioii of the soil. 


Soils which are 
naturally moist 


arc likely to be sour and so not in 
the best 
condition 
for the 
crop. 


Whether sour or not it will be well 
to have the pupils test them, which 
can be done as follows: Secure from 
a drug store a piece of blue litmus 
paper; then take a handful of the 
soil slightly moistened and place the 
paper on it. If sour the paper will 
turn red. 
To correct such a condi- 


tion lime should be used. Cover the 
ground with a thin coat of air-slaked 
lime, which can probably be secured 
near-by at small cost, and work this 
in well. The use of the lime, while 
nlot a plant food, will correct 
the 


acidity and will improve the physi- 
cal condition of the soil. 


If the soil is clayey or a stiff clay 


loam and the location is in a section 
where severe freezing occurs, it will 
be found a decided advantage to give 
the area a heavy dressing of decom- 
posed manure in the autumn, and be- 
fore freezing weather sets in spade 
the land so as to turn the manure 
under and leave the soil in a rough, 
lumpy condition so as to secure the 
benefit of the digestive action of the 
winter freezes in reducing the soils. 
This should be repeated annually at 
the North. If the soil is light 
and 


sandy, a mulch of manure may be 
spread over it in the fail and the 
spading delayed until spring. 


In localities where the soil docs not 


freeze, the manure may be applied in 
the autumn and the soil repeatedly 
spaded- during the winter whenever 
it is dry enough to be worked. The 
value of freezing at the North can to 
an extent be attained by repeated 
spadings at the South. The one gen- 
eral precaution which should always 
be observed is never stir the 
soil 


while it is wet.

Has Rushville Received 
What It Bargained For? 


Two years ago this city voted out the licensed and regulated liquor business. On next Tuesday 


Rushville will again vote upon the proposition, this time, however, the question being the reinstatement of 
the license system. 
Two years ago the election involved the destruction of a certain amount of capital 


and labor. Today this capital and labor has been abolished and both proposals, "wet" and "dry" must 
stand on their merits alone. 


Previous to the election of 1913 the advocates of local prohibition made the usual promises of im- 


proved business and improved morals if the licensed saloon should be abolished, and let it be recalled here 
that the saloons of Rushville were admitedly law abiding institutions. A month ago over twenty per cent 
of the voters indicated by petitioning for an election that the "drys" who had advocated local prohibition 
had not fulfilled their contract. 


In short, such a large portion of Rushville citizens have publicly raised the question that it behooves 


every voter to satisfy himself as to the true condition of affairs before voting on March 30. 


HAS PROHIBITION HELPED BUSINESS? 


The "drys" may attempt to answer this question with the charge that it measures morals in dollars 


and cents but that will be discussed farther on. The fact remains that prohibition has promised improved 
business conditions and should be held to an accounting on the contract. 


Has prohibition helped business in Rushville? The reader can reply of his own knowledge that it 


has not, or, if he prefers, he might consult some of the business men and the real estate owners of this 
town. 


For the purpose of this argument, however, let us use only those evidences of "improved business" 


which arc visible to anyone who is familiar with the downtown district. Here is the evidence: 


Carr business room, South Main, vacant for two years. 
Toolen room. Main and First, vacant for two years. 
Geraghty room, Main street, vacant. 
P. A. Miller room. First Street, vacant for two years. 
Beher room. Second Street, vacant for two years. 
Martin room. Second Street, vacant two years. 
Smith room. Second Street, vacant. 
Finney room, Third Street, vacant. 
Havens room. Second Street, vacant. 
Donald Smith room. Second Street, vacant. 
W. C. Smith room, Second Street, vacant 


Think of it, eleven vacant business rooms as evidence of the prosperity of Rushville under the so- 


called "dry" regime and five of these rooms have been idle for two years. 
No, general business condi- 


tions will not explain this away. 
General business conditions have not emptied eleven business rooms in 


the license cities which surround us. 


HAS PROHIBITION IMPROVED MORALS? 


This is another question which any voter who sees and hears and reads can answer promptly and 


without assistance. It is a matter of common knowledge that Rushville licensed saloons were replaced by 
a horde of unlicensed bootleggers and blind tigers, and that the courts continued to try liquor cases after 
the election just as they did before, except that during the "dry" period the dockets were filled with over 
a score of cases growing out of the illegal traffic in liquor. The number of these law violating traffick- 
ers who escaped .up dark alleys is unknown. 


The fact remains that the sale of intoxicants continued regardless of the election. The principal dif- 


ference was in the method of doing business, the licensed saloon operating in a fixed location under the rigid 
restrictions fixed by law, and the tiger at any place and any time and to any person, as long as he could do 
so without detection. 
The licensed saloon dealt principally in mild beverages, but the tiger, forced by 


necessity to carry a small stock, easily concealed, dispenses the vilest, cheapest and strongest concoctions 
obtainable. 


Of the "moral improvement" under "dry" conditions more will be said. 
Sufficient to stale here 


that the man who conscientiously sacrifices business for morals had best make certain that he is getting 
improved morals. 


CALM CONSIDERATION NEEDED. 


As slated before, Rushville is the only consideration whcih should enter into the election nexl Tuesday. 


Rushville's morals and Rushville's prosperity are both great factors and worthy of the attention of every 
honest voter. 
The intelligent voter knows the slate of business here but if he believes that Rushville is 


a better town now than when the sale of liquors was regulated, he may still be justified in voting to continue 
present conditions. But if he realizes that Rushville has sacrificed her prosperity, has, in fact, allowed 
surrounding towns to cut it off in large chunks, and has not bettered itself morally or any other way by 
doing so, he should vote "no" on the special ballot next Tuesday
